Concerning new program develop- 
ment and degree productivity, the 
CBHE said: “Public four-year institu 
tions have been very active in the 
development of new. academic pro- 
grams.

Spectra Associates, Inc. 2 telecom 
munications systems planning firm 
from Cedar Rapids, Iowa, had a 
representative on campus Inst Thurs- 
day to discuss Missouri Southern’s 
foture needs in the telecommunica 
tions area. 

Dr. William J, Jameson, » principal 
associate with the firm. met. with 
Richard W. Massa, head of the depart 
ment of communications, and Dr. Paul 
Shipman. vice president for business 
affairs, to discuss problems with the 
current system as well as needs for the 
fature. 

Jameson was acting in phase one of a

Bank loan 
deposits 
increase 


Deposits this year in Missouri's Stu 
dent Loan Deposit’ Program have 
topped last year's total, with 
$29,079,000 being reported in late 
December by Mel Carnahan, state 
treasurer. Last year's total was $27 
million 

Carnahan reported 143 Missouri 
banks participating in the program, 
which will net the state $1,971,536 in 
interest over the six-month period. 

‘The program, which was started five 
years ago, is aimed at helping banks 
offset outstanding student loans. If 8c 
cepted to the program, a bank is given 
deposits equal to its outstanding stu 
dent loans. 

This is tho third year Carnahan has 
offered the time deposits of idle state 
funds to banks under the student loan 
program. Missouri banks must have 
outstanding student Joans of at least 
$100,000 to be eligible far the deposits 
‘The maximum deposit is $1 million, 

Carnahan, who believes higher 
education for all students Is "of 
primary concern,” said “as an incer 
tive to banks to make loans to 
students. I am pleased to once again of. 
fer these deposits to participating 
banks, 

Several area banks have been ec 
cepted in the program. Among them 
fare the Bank of Neosho, Centerre Bank 
of Neosho, CharterBank of Nevada, 
Barton County State Bank, Citizen's

Revenue receipts increase 


State general revenue receipts in 
Missouri increased during December 
after an 11.6 per cent decrease in 
November, according to Mel Carnahan, 
state treasurer 

December's receipts, which reached 
over $186 million, reflected an 41 per 
cent Increase over the figures for the 
same month one year ago. 

Carnahan said December's perfor 
mance “indicates the economic 
recovery Is continuing. After a slight 
drop in November, the receipts are now 
back on track.” 

‘The November decline was expected 
dus to the start up of weekly 
withholding of Individval income 
taxes, Carnahan said. 

General revenue receipts for the first 
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six months of the Gseal year are up 
nearly 12 per cent over the same period 
‘one year ago, Carnahan said. Receipts 
for the year thus far tote! 
81,074,674,6' 

Among the categories showing the 
most significant increases are sales 
and use taxes, with a 7,9 per cent, or 
$4.8 million increase; and indi vidual in- 
come taxes, with a 20.3, or £4.5 million 
increase. 

‘The other receipts category showed a 
$4.5 million increase, up 20 per cent fo: 
December. Thus far this yaar, receipts 
from this category have increased 25.6 
per cent, or $27.6 million. An increase 
of more than $34 million was seen in 
county foreign insurance receipts, 
which is also included in this category

devastating 10 agencies served by the 
laboratory 
State funding has become a questionable 


area In this situation. The state has said 
thal it may no longer support its regional 
laboratories. Southern’s crime laboratory 





needs to consider the possibilities and seek 
other funding 

State funds contribute to only 30 per cent 
of the crime laboratory's budget. In actual 


dollar figures, this equals about $27,000. 
Since the laboratory serves around 40 
agencies in the area and (s such ar 
important part of thelr operations, it would 
appear that outside funding would be 
somewhal easy to secure 

In the long run, outside funding would be 
more reliable than state funding, One 
obvious solution to the funding problem Is 
to increase the amount charged to local law 
enforcement and medical agencies using 
the laboratory services. Because of the cul 
in state funding. the present level of 
fees will be Insufficient to maintain 
operation of the laboratory. 














College must remain a flexible organization

In tho carly 1970's the new decade was 
predicted to be » decade of “change.” While 
most philosophers and scientists telked about 
changn, few really dealt with the specific direc 
ton and ways in whieh society was to change. 
But very few, if any, imagined the changes 
thot were to take place during the next 10 
yoars. 

Tho most significant events of the decado oc 
curred carly: Watergate and tho oil embargo 
by OPEC. These two would oventually have a 
most powerful effect on economic, social and 
political relationships during the rest of the 
decade. Other significant issues and events 
that kept our attention during the rest of ths 
decade were a recession in the mid 70's, the 
slow but sure development of tho women's 
movement, be Iran takeover of the American 
Embassy and tho ¢losing of the decade with 
one of the most severe recessions on record. 

Amidst all the turmoil of the seventies col 
legos and universities continued to deal with 
their internal problems. Iexues of goverance, 
academic freedom, tenure, declining pur 
chasing power, etc. dominated our concerns, In 
the meantime some subtle changes had begun 
to take place in society and now, in the early 
cightios, colleges and universities find 
themselves unprepared to deal with now condi 
tions spawned by social and demographic 
changes and by an incredibly fast changing 
| technological environment. 

The major forces and shifts which threaten 

| to transform tho structure of higher education 
in this country are well documented as forces 
that are already underway. These forces and 
shifts are 

1. Decrease in the pool of 18-year-olds in the 
U.S —between 1979 and 1994 there will be a 26 
per cent drop in the number of 18-year-olds, the 
traditional college-going age in which we have 
relied #0 heavily in the past. 

2. The changing student clientele. An in: 
creasing number of students are likely to be 
women, over the age of 25, attending part 
time. Statistics show that while not long ago 
nearly all of college students were between the 
‘ages of 17 and 22, now more than 40 per cent of 
the 12 million individuals earolled in higher 
education in 1980 attended part-time. 

3. Pressures on the college curriculum. Most 
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college students are coming to our campuses 
with a purpose today. An inescapable fact is 
Uhat most students come to college expecting 
to obtain an education that will prepare them 
for work, 

4. Increased competition far higher learning. 
The decline in enrollments has dictated more 
competition for students, More and more non: 
college organizctions are competing for the ex: 
panding pool of people of all ages interested in 
post-college education for professional and per- 
sonal growth. Experts in higher education 
point out that outside the traditional higher 
education institutions, an aggressive, service 
oriented, non-traditional third sector of higher 
education is being born expecially designed to 
teach adults, in a concentrated, way, in specific 
competencies 

5. The technological revolution. The 
ramifications of the rapid advancement of 
technology ere many and varied. In moving 
from an industrial to an information and ser- 
vice economy, colleges and universities simply 
must not be left behind in the race to develop 
better ways of educating people. 

6. The demand for accountability, Many of 
the social, economic and political 
developments mentioned before have resulted 
in another inescapable fact: people want thelr 
public institutions to be accountable and to be 
responsive to the real needs of society. Coar- 
dinating Boards and state logislatures are not 
willing to let higher education hide behind the 
walls of academe, or to wrap itself with the 
dloth of “academic freedom” any more. 

So ea these forces begin to shape the future 
of higher education we must ask ourselves: 
“How can we use these forces to ahape our own 
destiny?” "How can we focus on the issues 
that need to be addressed so that we can re 
main responsive and accountable?" 

Missouri Southern js still a young institu- 
tion, and because of that youth wo remain a 
flexible organization. We have not yet net our 
traditions, our ways of managing our affairs, 
‘our programs in concrete. We must begin to 
refocus our efforts toward the needs of a fast 
changing society. I personally believe that 
MSSC will be successful in the next 15 years 
only if it once again becomes a college that tru: 
ly is a studentoriented institution. 

A few examples may give an idea of the kind 
of orientation we need to have in order to be
